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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


For the Year Ending February 13, 1917 


In submitting our report for the year it seems appropriate to 
call your attention to a few things that seem to us as of vital im- 

portance to the welfare of our schools. Although handicapped some- 
what at the start, we feel that-on the whole it has been quite a 
satisfactory year. In some parts of the town there has been a de- 
cided interest taken, and with the best of results. There has been 
a tendency on the part of some to be careless about the steady at- 
tendance of their children. We think if a little thought is given to 
this subject, all will agree that to have the best schools we must 
have steady or regular attendance, the lack of which causes both 
pupils and teacher to lose interest and cutting down the average 
_attendance also cuts down our money received from the state. We 
have laws to compel children to attend school, but with the cooper- 
ation of parents we do not need such laws. We spend a fair amount 
of money and should haye fairly good schools. If we spend more 
money we ought to have better schools. If we could afford to pay 
a capable man or woman a living price to superintend our whole 
system of schools no doubt good results could be obtained. Much 
better than at present. Can we afford to do this or not? We will not 
attempt to answer. 

To correct a wrong impression held by many persons regard- 
ing the powers of the individual members of the school board, 
- we quote from a circular issued by the Department of Public In- 
struction : 

“The individual member of tlte school board has no more 
power over the schools than any other citizen—His powers are 
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limited to the right of debate and ballot in school board meetings. 
The powers of the school board reside in the board and not in the 
individual members thereof. Actions of the school board should 
invaribly be collective except in those instances where individual 
members are authorized to act for the board.”
